London, April 23.— La Temps, of Paris, 
referring to a statement that an agreement 
had been arranged between Groat Britain 
and Newfoundland on the Frenoh shore 
question, insists that this matter muat be 
ttlod to Franco's approval before New- 
foundland ontora tho Dominion of Canada. 

The grand jury returned a true bill 
againBt Wilde and Taylor. The proaoouting 
witnoBBOs aro being proteoted by tho police 
to pr«7ont them from being mobbed 
Wilde's counsel denies that ho will pload 
guilty. Oaoar Wilde's valuable colleotion 
of prints, brio-a-brao, etc., will be auotionod 
to-morrow. 

Counsel for Countess Russell in her suit 
to bo restored to her conjugal rights, in 
summing up to-day deolared that Bbo had 
tho right to demand that her husband be 
cleared of tho ohargos made againBt him, 
and she wbb entitled to ask for mainten- 
ance. Counsel for Earl Ruj«ell further 
stated that the CounteBB was guilty of an 
attempt to blaokm&ll her husband in writ- 
ing letters threatening to expose his alleged 
Indecent aots. Ho contended that the 
CounteBS was responsible for the foul 
ohargos against her husband, and was not 
entitled to immunity on tho ground that 
sho was ill- advised. 

In tho Commons to day tho government 
announced they could not interfere iu tho 
matter of tho imprisonment of tho ox-Queen 
of Hawaii. 

An official dispatch from Caracas says 
Venezuela ia about to pay tho Italian lega- 
tion In that oity $100,000 indemnity for 
loaBea auatainod by Italian subjects in the 
laat war. 

Tho Manchester Guardian says : " A con- 
ference will probably be held in London 
this year for the purpose of putting into 
effoct several proposal baaed upon tho re- 
port submitted by tho Earl of Jersey on hia 
obaervations at the Ottawa intercolonial 
conferonce," 

Tho governor of Hongkong is informed 
that tho bubonio plague is epidemlo in 
Maoao and Hainan and emigration from 
both islands haa beon prohibited. 

A violent earthquake, accompanied with 
thunder, shook Lilbach, Austria, yesterday 
afternoon. Eight or ten buildings oollapaed 
and the fow families who had returned to 
their homes lied to the fields. 

A Russian frontier guard near Chrlatowe 
attacked a Prusalan peasant on Prussian ter- 
ritory yesterday and ran a sword through 
his body. Tho peasant will die. In re- 
sponse to immediate and urgent demands 
for redress the Russian authorities put the 
guard under arrest, pending the arrival of 
orders from St. Petersburg. 

A dispatch was received at Simla from 
Sir Robert Lowe, commander of the British 
expedition against Umra Khan, confirming 
the announcement that Chitral fort had been 
relioved by Col. Kelly. Gen. Calacrei's fly- 
ing oolumn has reaohed Doir, and the main 
body is following rapidly. 

A sensation has boon caused in military 
and other oiroles by the discovery by Sir 
Robert Lowe at Mlonkalai of a letter to 
Umra Khan from a firm in Bombay, offering 
to supply him with every kind of modern 
weapons, and enclosing photographs of 
quiok-firing guns, 

A speolal to tho New York World from 
Caracas ■ says : Stepa have already been 
taken to bring about an alliance of all the 
Latin-American oountrios against European 
aggression, A number of governments, it 
is said, have approved of the plan, and a 
gonoral congress may be called in July to 
oonalder tho matter. 

Spaniards reaiding in Mexico aro raising a 
subscription to aid Spain in the campaign 
against tho revolutionists in Cuba. Tho 
whereabouts of Gen. Macoo, tho notod insur- 
gent leader, from whom 80 much was expeot- 
ed, is unknown. According to one atory, hia 
body was found in a putrifiod condition 
near Palmorlta, province of Santiago do 
Cuba, where tho members of hia expedition 
wore boaton by the Spaniah troopa. Ru- 
mora aro alao current that Maceo committed 
suicide in consequence of tho failure of hia 
movement, and because ho has been Biok 
over Binoo landing in Cuba. Maceo'a party 
ia aaid to be disorganized, fourtoon members 
of tho expedition having been capturod and 
all bub four of tho remainder killed. 

A despatch to tho Times from the British 
camp near Barwa says that io is reported 
that tho Amoor of Afghanistan haa granted 
an asylum to Umra Khan, tho invader of 
Chitral, and haa given him two villages near 
ABmar.

At the Japanese legation It was state 
that nothing was known there of Intended 
aotlon, oonoerted or otherwise, on behalf of 
the powers in tho far East. Ib was declared 
that there was no foundation for the stato 
ment that Great Britain was trying to 
diplomatically seoure advantagea for herself 
in that quarter of the world. 

In an editorial the Times, after admitting 
that Japan evidently intends to oripple ani 
humiliate China in a manner soriously affect 
ing the Earopean internets, insists that the 
diplomatic history of Europe does not bear 
out the pretenaions thab any power 
powers aro inclined to diotate the tertr)8 of 
peace betweon the two nations. Ib adds 
"Groat Britain's interests are involved 
quite as muoh as Russia's, but we find no 
stipulation in the troaty of peace warranting 
our interference at tho cost of exciting the 
enmity of Japan," 

SUMMARILY DEPORTED. 

Parallel Cases to That of Ex-Conaul Waller 
Expelled From Madagascar. 

Washington, April 23.— An inapeotion 
of diplomatic rooorda shows that tho caao 
of ex-Consul John L. Waller, who has 
boon summarily deported from Madagascar 
aftor sentence by a Frenoh courtmartial to 
twenty yeorB' military imprisonment for in 
forming tho Malagassy of Frenoh inten 
tiona, is similar to others that occurred 
during tho former occupation of that island 
by the French in 1883. At that time there 
wero no interests of American citizens in 
Madagascar and this oountry was not con 
cerned in the affair, bub British citizens 
were rudoly treated, and British protests 
against the Frenoh campaign were for a time 
fruitless. Tho British consul, Paken 
ham, at Tamatave, although on his 
deathbed, was expelled from the country 
and among others imprisoned under martial 
law, was an English missionary, who was 
afterwards paid $5,000 by France for illegal 
detention during a period of two months 
For aboub that length of timo the British 
warshipB in Madagascar Were kept oloared 
for action and a collision between them anel 
the Frenoh cruisers was imminent. Tho 
Fronch action was high handed in tho ex 
treme, and British throats as woll as peace 
ful proposition wore ignored on the 
ground that tho Frenoh alone pro 
tected Madagascar and tho citi 
zone of no other country oould 
acquire legal rights thero except on French 
sufferance. Tho case of the missionary who 
waB subsequently Indemnified was similar 
to that of Waller. He was oarrled out of 
the country by the Frenoh, who aooused 
him of writing letters disolosing French 
plans. As in Wallor'a case he was found 
guilty by court-martial, bub tho Frenoh mili- 
tary code provides a court of revision, and 
this tribunal released the missionary, as it 
may Waller.

THE TREATY OF PEACE. 
How It All'tfCts ChliieBO Customs DntioB. 

London, April 23. — A despatch from 
Yokohama saya tho Japanese have donied 
officially thab tho troaty of poaco will plaoe 
tho Chinoso ousboms uudor Japan's control. 

Tho following ia tho texb of tho statoment 
issued by tho Japanoso govornmont donying 
that it has concluded an otl'onsivo and do- 
fenaivo allianco with China, and deolariug 
that tho commeroial advantages gained by 
Japan will alao bo enjoyed by tho other 
powers undor favored nation treatment : 
" MiaapprohonBlona aro reported current in 
Europo regarding tho terma of tho Japan- 
China troaty. Ib haa been roproBontod that 
Japan has aoourod a 2 per cent, ad valorem 
duty on imports and formod an offensive 
and defensive allianco with China. Tho 
oommoroial oonocsalons obtained by Japan, 
beyond thoao already securod by tho troaty 
powora undor tho favored nation olauao, 
comprlao tho right to navigate tho Yangtso- 
kiang to Chungking, and alao tho Wongsung 
rivor and tho canala loading to Soochow and 
Hangohow, and tho righb to Import 
machinery and cortain goods duty froo 
and establish factories. Thoao conces- 
sions are nob oxolusivo to Japan, Thoy 
naturally oxtond to European powora by 
virtue of tho favored nation clauao. In 
oourlng these privileges for all, Japan ox- 
poets tho approval ; «f all powers. Tho ro- 
portod offensive and dofenolve allianco dooa 
nob oxlsb." An imperial proclamation juab 
Isauod exhorta tho nation to moderation ab

Montreal, April 23.— (Speolal)— A gang 
of Chinese smugglers haa beon unearthed 
here, and moro aro to bo arrested thia even, 
ing. There are Batd to be thirty or more of 
them in different parts of the oountry acting 
in collusion. Chinamen come from Van- 
couver to Montreal, whence thoy aro ship, 
ped in batches of six to Quebeo, where thoy 
aro dressed up a,B women. In this disguise 
they are forwarded to St. John, N. B , and 
there kept in hiding for a day or two. Ven- 
tilated coffina aro now provided, and thoae 
corpaea are shippod by Vanocboro, Maine, 
whore they aro claimed by another of the 
gang, who arranges for thoir dietribution 
through tho United Statea. 



NEWFOUNDLAND'S CONDITIONS. 

Hundreds Leaving tho Island-Fears That 
tho People Would Vote Down Con- 
federation Proposals. 

St. Johns, Nfld., April 23 — The ateamer 
Grand Lako, which sailed from here to-day, 
took three hundrod emigrants to tho United 
States.

Funeral of the Chief of the Capllanos 
—Handsome Returns at Big 
f 3end. 



Deadlock iu Nanaimo City Conncil- 
Doings at Vancouver and 
Westminster. 

(Bcooiai to tho Colonist.) 

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, April 23 —Chief Capilano 
waB buried to-day by the tribe on the 
Capilano reserve burying ground. Every 
man, woman and ohiid of the Crpilanoa waa 
preHenb at the obsequies, whioh wore con- 
ducted in truo IndKn fashion. Tho tribe ia 
rapidly thinning out; in numboru, there being 
now leaa than one hundred all told, During 
Chief Capiiano'a life the oity havo vainly 
endeavored to lo&so or purchase u portion of 
his reservo for water works purposes, but 
tho late chief steadfastly opposed uny Buoh 
action. His sucjoasor, however, tho day 
beforo the late ohief was burled, granted tho 
request of the corporation, and the papors 
are already drawn up, by which Vanoouvor 
loasea four aorea from Chief Joe of tho 
Capilanos on behalf of the tribe. 

Interesting information has boon obtained 
through recent arrivals from Trail Crook, 
which is fully justifying the moat sanguine 
expectations and is drawing a boat of in- 
vestors and working miners from tho States. 
Adviooa from Rosaland, tho contro of tho 
district, atate that on ono day ninotoen four 
horae wagons, heavily laden, arrived thore 
via Northport, tho neighboring aub port of 
entry, from tho Unitod Statea. The ous- 
toma rocolpta for tho day exceeded §G00, 
Moanwhllo export American minora, aro 
crowding in from Colorado, California and 
Nevada, oagor oithor to looato claims or ob- 
tain employment from claim owners. Thore 
is no doubt that the whole surrounding 
region will ho thoroughly proapooted this 
season, while a large outpub of blended cop- 
per and gold bearing ore will bo at tho end 
of 1895 placed to tho credit of tho diatriob.

TOO MUCH ZEAL. 



To the Editor : — There's a saying that a 
now broom sweeps clean, and it seems our 
new oity oounoil intend to make a vory oloan 
sweep with the aid of- the Btreob bylaw, 
Why this suddon outburst of zoal ? What 
can bo the reason of Aid. Cameron's great 
earnostnees ? What are tho serious com- 
plaints that have been mado that our oity 
oounoil should by enforcing the letter of the 
law, in these times whon trade la nearly 
dead and money scarce, oauBO merchants, 
manufacturers and other ratepayers such 
annoyance and injury ? A few daya ago we 
wero notified by tho polico to romovo cer 
tain moulding boxea from off tho spaoo bo 
tween tbo aidewalk and tho roadway on 
Pembroke street. Now thoBO boxoa woro 
placed thoro from live to ten yoars ago by 
our predeceasors in business and have been 
no obstruction to foob paaaora or vehicles, 
there being plenty of room for two or throe 
to pass abroaab. Bub wo are compelled by 
theao worthy authoritiea to expend Bomo 
$20 or $30 in moving them to somo 
land which wo will have to lease 
for tho purposo, nob having suffi 
oionb room in our works. In tho mean- 
time it has boon thought propor to pub us to 
tho furthor expense of a summons and raiBO 
the oity rovonuo by a fine. I think thiB 
speaka plainly enough without further com 
ment. Have any of our city council oven 
been in Portland, San Franoisoo or other 
cities of this continent! If nob, I 
may tell them that in San Fran 
cisco they will find on tho sidewalks 
and edgo of roadways, enginos, boilers, 
winches, etc. — in fact goods too numerous 
to mention — on Spoar Btreob and tho lowor 
part of Howard and Mission streets, besidoB 
mony others. And the municipal council 
of that poor little place does not deem ib 
advisable or wiso to hamper and annoy 
those merchants and manufacturers — the 
poople who have put them in power. It is 
ono thing to uso a by-law and another to 
abuso it. I am ploaeod to see that many of 
our oltiz'ens aro making known their dis- 
approval of auch a miserable polioy. Do 
not the lessons of the present teach ub that 
the time must come when our municipal 
affairs shall be administered by a commis- 
sion composed of practical, up-to-date busi- 
ness mon — men of progressive ideas and at 
the same time men of discretion and taob?

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CHINA-JAPAN TREATY. 



British Government Not Having Be- 
ceiveil a Copy Unable to Express 
an Opinion. 

What Some Papers Say— "A Menace 
to the Interests of 
Europe," 



London, April 23.— In the House of Com- 
mons to-day the Forolgn Secretary an- 
nonnoed that the terms of the Japuneae- 
CMneao treaty of peace had nob yet been 
reoeived by tho governmonr, therefore ho 
was unable to make any statement with re- 
gard thereto. 

In an interview in Paris with tho Japan- 
ese minister to France upon tho results of 
the China-Japan war, the minister doolarod 
that European trade would bo unable to 
withstand tho competition of Japan. Japan 
does not projeot any conquests. Her one 
ambition is to advance in the path of pro- 
gress and duvolop tho trade and industries 
of the oountry she has recently acquired. 
Regarding the feoraof Spain thab Japan will 
encroach upon tho Philippine islands, the 
minister suid they wore groundless. Japan 
is peifeotly sat aQ d with the possession of 
FormoBiv 

Tho Koolnic'ao Zoltung, of Borlin, says 
that tho Gorman, tfrouoh and Russian min- 
isters in Tokio havo addressed identical 
notes to the Jupaneso governments protest 
ing against tho terms of peace. 

Lo Ttmps says regarding the China-Jap 
ancso torms of peaco : "Tho troaty will 
constitute a pernmnont menace to the intor 
ests of Europe. 1- is a gravo infringomont 
on tho rights of tho powers whoso posses- 
sions havo a common frontier with China, 
and Europo will find is difficult to under- 
stand or forgive tho one western powor that 
is solfishly holding aloof and destroying tho 
effioaoy of tho peaceful intervention of tho 
others." 

The Novosti, of Sb. Petersburg, says 
diplomatic action in tho EiBfc will nob suffice 
and urges the government bo make a naval 
demonstration in Eist Asiatio waters, either 
alono or with other European powers. 

The Novoo Vremja, of St. Petorsburg, 
Bays : " In roturn for German and French 
support of the territorial concessions, Russia 
will baok Germany's demands regarding the 
commercial interests, and will Bupport any 
action thab Franco may tako to guarantee 
the position of China." 

Tho Voasiaohe ZeltnDg, of Borlin, says 
England refrains from j unt action because 
sho thoroughly grasps the situation in the 
East. Tho editor asks what would happen 
if Japan should refuse to yield to the de- 
mands of the other pnwora I Ho spoaks 
passingly of the " curious new triple 
alliance " of European powers, and adds : 
"Above all, if England and the United 
States sympathize with Japan, they can 
easily adopt Buch an attiiudo in tho in- 
terests of their commerce that Germany will 
find hersolf in a difficulty of hor own seek- 
ing. German oommeroo will have to pay 
the piper." 

The Boorsen Zeituog regards any pro- 
posal to interfere as a grave error, and asks 
what right anybody has to rob Japan of the 
fruits of her viotory. 

The VolkB Zeitune says under the oaption 
•'A Leap in tho Dirk," "Russia would 
reap tho main advantage from any joint 
action. It hos nob been proved thab the 
new treaty injures Germany's interests in 
any way." 

A lato dlspatoh to the Central NewB from 
Shanghai says Pekin advices are thab Bomo 
modifications in the Cnina-Japaneso treaty 
of peace have been agreed upon. Of the 
five now commercial porta to be oponed it 
has been deoided to substitute Nankin for 
Peking and Woo Chow on the West Canton 
river for Huohow. Wei-Hat-Wei Is to be 
garrisoned by the Japanese at tho exponEO 
of China for a term of years. Nankin 
although inoluded in the existing troaty 
ports has never bepn proclaimed open, . 

Tho Koelnlsche Zaitung is exhorting Jap- 
an not to be too groedy. It speaks of the 
troaty of San Stefano and its subsequent 
fate in the Bsrlin congress as warnings 
against putting in the balance cf diplomacy 
all that the Japanese have won in a groat 
war. " In consequence of the attitude of 
Russia, France and Germany," it says, 
"Japan will havo probably to sustain a con- 
tost more dangerous than fighting the Chin- 
ese." In roferring to tho Europoan ooncert, 
tho Koolniecho Zeitung says it ignores Eng- 
land, which it is understood Ib seeking its 
own ends by separato action and Ib dealing 
with both Japan and China.

SAN FRANCISCO'S MURDERS. 

Resumption of the Inquiry .Into the Charges 
Against Durrant— Further Impor- 
tant Testimony. 

San Fkancisco, April 23 —When tho ex 
animation cf Durrant was resumed this 
morning tho police court waa crowded to 
suffocation. Hundrods were unable to get 
in. The accused man looked haggard and 
worn, but throughout tho proceedings pre 
served hia usual iudiffjrenco. Miss Wil 
liamsoD, who oreated the scene ab yester- 
day's Bosaioa, appliod for admission, bub 
was refused. Three medioal students were 
the first witnesses oalled. bub their testi- 
mony was unimportanb. 

Miss Emma Stuven, onn of the four girls 
supposed to havo soon Durranb near tho 
church at 9:15 on tho night of the Williams 
murder, was called to the Btand. She had 
nob seen tho man's faco, and all thab Bho 
know was thab the coat and hat worn by 
the man wore similur to those of Durrant 
shown to her io court. 

Misa Lucille Turner was tho next witness. 
Sho is the young lady whose cousin, Dr. 
Vogol, testified ab tho inquosb that Durranb 
had asked her to submit to an examination, 
suggesting a place in tho church for ib. Tho 
defence made a vigorous fight against bhe 
introduction of hor tostlmony, but tho oourb 
pormittod it. Miss Turner said that aftor 
the incidenb abovo reforred to sho troated 
Durrant only with sufficient courtesy to 
show that nothing had happened botweon 
them. Sho Bpoko about Durrant's proposal 
to her aunt, Mrs. Vogol, on tho day Miss 
Williams' body waa found. She had written 
on the fly leaves of tho church books to Dur 
rant and had spokon to him aboub hor phya 
ioal condition. Ho had given her aomo 
modicino which had helped her, and em 
boldened by this ho had mado proposals for 
an examination. 
g£Jamo8 P. Hodgoon of 108 Bartletb stroot 
has mado a voluntary statement to Chief 
Crowloy that on tho night Marian Williams 
was killed ho saw a young man and woman 
standing below ,;, mmanuel ohuroh about 
twenty feob frc n 23rd Btreob. Hodgeon 
fixes tho time as aboub 8 lf> o'clook. The 
man appeared to bo taking liberties with 
his companion. Tho woman did nob appeal 
for help, and he walked off to get a oigar. 
When he returned the couplo wero not in 
sight. Durranb was taken from the prison 
to Chief Crowley's office lasb night, and 
Hodgeon, aftor carefully scrutinizing him 
said to the bosb of his belief Durrant was 
tho man ho aaw thab night. 



GOLDWIN SMITH'S REJOINDER. 



The Oxford Professor Replies to the 
Governor General's Caustic 
Criticisms. 



Neutrality Becomes the Office of t lie 
Qneeu's Representative— A "Tn 
quoque" Argument. 



Toronto, April 23 —Prof Goldwln Smith 
has a letter in the Globe denying the cor- 
rectness of some statements In a prefaoe by 
the Governor-General, Lord Aberdeen, to 
the " Life of Sir John Thompson " compiled 
by Mr. CaBtell Hopkins. His Excellenoy 
said, speaking of the part played by Mr. 
Meroier in tho election campaign of 189 1 : 

" As muoh can hardly be Bald of tho as- 
sistance whioh Mr. Goldwln Smith tried to 
render. His lebber, to the New York Timos 
of February 8, atating that tho Torios seek 
to make Canada tho engine of tho Conserva- 
tive aristooraoy of Great Britain for avert- 
ing the triumph of domooraoy in the new 
world, was merely regarded as a renewed 
effort to prejudice American publio opinion 
against any Conservative attempt to obtain 
a fair and reasonable reciprocity treaty. 
And hia subsequent letter to a Toronto 
paper denouncing tho National Polioy only 
helped thoBe who were trying bo fix 
the disgraceful stima of annexation to 
the Liberal party. HIi aid waa an 
injury, indeed, to the opposition In this 
campaign as it might havo been to tho Con- 
servative party had the distinguished Eng- 
lish writer remained aftor 1878 a supporter 
of protection and follower of Sir J. A. Mao- 
donald." 

In hii reply to this Prof. Smith aays : " I 
have repeatedly denied and it is utterly un- 
true that I ever advocated or voted for pro- 
tection, nor had I ever boon a follower of 
Sir John A. Macdonald. I gave fln indepen- 
dent vote for his restoration to power in 
1878, being myself attached to no party but 
regarding Sir John aa tho ablest of public 
men and hoping that tho Pacific railway 
acandal had oured him of corruption. Till 
the eleotion waa over he disclaimed protec 
tion and described hia commercial pMioyasa 
' readjustment of tho tariff, ' of which 1, as 
a moderate freo trader, recognized the need. 
1 had a personal into r viow with him a fow 
days before tho eloction and learned from 
his own lips thab ho foresaw tho evil conse- 
quences of an application of protection to a 
country liko Canada as clearly aa I did my- 
aolf.

havo boon completely falsified as well as 
stolon. I can hardly think thab this or tho 
uso of botrayod lottors in tho eamo occu- 
pation would meet with tho opprobation of 
an English noblomun. 

'As Lord Lieutenant of Ireland, Lord 
Aberdeen provoked criticism by his ontonta- 
tioua patronage of Homo Rule. Ho now 
appears, as Govornor-General of Canada, 
liable to be drawn into identifying himsolt 
with an oxproBBion of party fooling. 
Neutrality bocomoB hia office."

AFTER FIFTY YEARS. 

Tho Laurier free traJera affect to be 
greatly amused when they are told thai 
there are many people in England, and 
people of Intelligence, too, who consider 
that free trado has beon in Groat Britain a 
failure. Tho Right Hon Joseph Ohamb 
lain, a froo trador and whilom Radioal, doos 
nob treat those discontented Englishmen 
with contempt. He, on tho contrary, admits 
that thoy have somo grounds for their 
opinion. In Birmingham, at the dinner of 
the Jowellera' and Silversmiths' Association, 
he is reported to havo said : 

" In apito of the optimiatio view recently 
expressed by the President of the Board of 
Trade he was afraid tho gloomy antlcipa 
tlons aB to tho prospects of trade 
whioh were widely exproaaed were 
not altogothor unreasonable In the 
coal, iron and cotton trades, and 
espooially in agriculturo, tho margin of pro 
fib had entirely disappeared, and the pre 
sent state of things continued it was inevlt 
able that wageB would have to bo consider 
ably lowered or works would be closed and 
land loft to Ho Idlo. An increasing number 
of people wore coming to tho conolusion that 
our free trado polloy had failed." 

This is an important admission for a free 
trado statoamun to mako. After fifty years 
of free trade the great industries of ooal, 
iron, ootton and agriculturo aro left with 
out a margin of profit. When one considers 
tho number of peraona who aro dopendent 
on the prosperity of thoBe induatrioa for 
the moans of living, and the great 
tereibs bhab are involved in them 
ib is not by any moans wonderful that many 
thinking men in the Mother Country aro 
depressed, and that their faith in free trade 
Is rudely shaken. Mr. Chamberlain wua 
nob talkiDg electioneering clap. trap to an 
audlonoe of ignorant and unthinking men. 
Ho was addressing serious and intelligent 
eloctors on a moat important subject. The 
beat he could say to thorn by way of con> 
aolation was that England bad eeen and suf 
fered from hard times before. In the time 
of Henry VIII paoplo made tho very same 
oomplainta that they are making now, when 
tho population of the country was not more 
than four millions. Tho only way out cf 
the present troubles that ho could seo wt.s 
" to take every opportunity of oxtondirg 
and developing that foreign trade, 
and especially of eecuring new mark- 
ets, whioh are also free markets, 
for tho introduction of our goods." To 
aocomplish this end tho Governmont were 
to keep up a gocd understanding with Its 
colonies and to hold on to its possessions, 
now and old. Ho did as Lord Salisbury did 
aoroo timo ago, ho In8l8ted upon tho 
nation's making tho most from a com- 
mercial point of viow of tho now mar- 
kets whioh aro being opened up in 
Africa and olflewhoro. " Wo aro landlords," 
ho eaid, " of a great estato ; it la tho duty of 
tho landlord to devolop his estato. What ia 
tho ubo of having a country for instance like 
Uganda, which can grow olmoat anything ; 
whioh io, as regards a oonsidorablo portion 
of it, capable of receiving European In- 
habitants — what is tho ubo of our taking a 
country of that kind if wo neither givo to 
that country nor to thoao who oould oolonlra 
it, tho opportunitioB whioh aro nocossary for 
that purpose ? All thia trado depends upon 
tho oxiatonoo of satisfactory mothodB of 
communication." 

It will bo remembered how Sir Charles H. 
Tuppor was abused for saying that British 
Btatoamon aro under tho neooBBity of doing 
what Mr. .Tosoph Chamborlain did tho other 
day at Birmingham, viz: of looking to 
countries now barbaroua for now markets for 
British manufactures. Mr. Chamborlain in 
tho last Bentencos of his speooh shows that, 
in hiu opinion at any rate, tho boat and, In- 
doed, tho only way that Groat Britain haa of 
maintaining its commoroial supremacy is by 
oponlng up and dovoloping thoso now mar- 
kots. Dlrootlng attention to the policy of 
tho RomanB, by building magnificent roads 
and other groat publio worki in tho coun- 
tries whioh thoy conqucrod, ho wont on to 

" What roada woro thon railways aro now, 
and in my opinion lb would bo tho wiaost 
coarse for tho Governmont of thia oountry 
to u«e British oapltal and Brltiah crodlb 
In ordor to oreato an Instrument of 



trade in all those new and importaub 
countries I, firmly believe that nob only 
would they In bo doing give an Immediate 
impetus to British trade and industry in the 
manufacture of the machinery that is neces- 
sary for tho purpose, bat that, in tho long 
run, although they might bo kept cut of 
their money for a fow yeara, whioh in the 
history of n nation is nothing, tliGy would 
sooner or later earn a largo roward either 
direotly or indireotly " 

Ia this high treaaon 1 According to eomo 
of our very illiberal Canadian Liborala the 
British statesman who balka in this way to 
tho paoplo, ie nob only ignorant of tho true 
condition of hia oountry, bub ho Is in the 
vory worsb sense disloyal. " Great Britain 
reduced to tho necessity of looking to Cen- 
tral and Southern Africa for now markets ! 
Who ever hoard suoh disloyal trash I" Yeb 
this Is what Lord Salisbury haB adviaed and 
what the Right Hon. Joseph Chamberlain 
ia now advising. 

A FREE TRADER'S FOREOAST. 

Tho faith of tho Newcastle Chronicle in 
freo trado appears to bo considerably shaken. 
It conBidora that tho only remedy for the 
oxisting distross in Great Bribain is to oub 
down the wages of the workmen. Thoao 
wagOB aro low enough already, goodnesB 
knows, bub in order to compoto with coun 
trios which foster nativo induatrioa, British 
manufacturers must, it appoars, make thorn 
lowor still, The Chronicle commenting on 
Mr. Chamberlain's recenb speech uays : 

Ib ie beoauae we aro convinced that work 
men, as a body, prefer high wagea and high 
prices to low wages and low pricos, albeit 
tho standard of comfort secured under olthor 
may bo idontical, or may even be superior 
under tho latter, that wo agree with Mr. 
Chamberlain In thinking that thero is a 
Bteadlly growing dissatisfaction with our 
system of froe imports. We think that 
unless trado should quiokly improvo and 
prices should rise, tho feeling will spread, 
and that, ere long, the wholo battle of froo 
trade versus protection will havo to bo 
fought over again in thia country. 

When froo trado stateBmon and froo trado 
journalists In Great Britain aftor fifty years 
of freo trade doubb its efliaaoy, Canadian 
statesmen and Canadian journalists are 
surely not wlso in trying to provail upon 
the poople of Canada to adopt free trade, 



A CHEERING SIGN. 

Among the signs of the approach, or 
rather the arrival, of good times is tho in 
oreaso of imports. Pooplo who foel poor 
atop buying what they think thoy oan 
easily do without, but no Boonor have they 
a few Bparo dollars in thoir wallets than 
thoy think of treating themsolves to this and 
that whioh thoy havo beon wanting for 
some time bub could nob afford to buy. 
This Inoroased demand soon Bhows itsolf 
in increased imports, and tho trade returnB 
consequently are a kind of barometer whioh 
show any improvement in trade and in the 
financial condition of tho pooplo almost as 
soon as lb takes place. We tako tho follow 
ing comparative statement of the duties 
paid in February and March of last year 
with this year from tho Toronto Tolegram, 
whioh professes to bo, and really is, inde> 
pendent in politics : 

That the demand Is Increasing Is proved 
by theao figures of the amounta paid In du 
ties at the porb of Toronto during February 
and March this year and last yoar : 

Last Year. Thin Year 

Fobruary $:i0G,lB0 8399.153 

March 310,601 307.103 

The incraaao of imporb duties thia yoar 
has a fuller significance than the figures in 
dloate. Tho same two months luBt year cov- 
ered a poriod of unuBual activity in tho 
Customs HouaeB. Changes in the tariff were 
expected, and merchants were busy getting 
thoir goods through in advance of the budget 
spoeoh. This yoar thoro is no dread of tariff 
changes to stimulate imports. Tho increase 
of imports represents an Increase in the 
purchaaing power of tho country. An in 
crease in tho country's ability to buy gooda 
and pay for them ib the surest sign of the 
country's returning prosperity. 



TURKISH ATROCITIES. 

Tho London Weokly Times contains a 
long account of the atrooltiea in Armonia, 
writton by " a oompetont and trustworthy 
correspondent." " The report," tho Tlmos 
Bays, " is tho result of personal invostiga 
tion carried oub on tho spot." If tho report 
is what it purports to be, a plain unvar 
nishod account of what the reporter saw and 
heard in tho districts in whioh the atrocities 
wero committod, it in foolish to continue to 
diaboliovo tho accounts of Turkish oppros 
sion and Turkish barbarity that havo ap- 
peared in tho newapapors of Kuropo and 
Amorloa. 

It is easy tu see that tho oorroapondont of 
tho Timet! is nob a trained nowspapor re- 
porter. Tho story ho tolls is nob connected, 
and in many places It ia by no means clear. 
But the instanoos of cold-blooded oruolty 
which he relatoa aro porhapa tho moro orod- 
iblo bocauao thoy uro nob writton to hoighten 
tho effect of a Bkllfully writton history of 
tho disturbance in Armonia. Horo ia an 
oxample of troaohory and cold-blooded 
cruelty : 

It wbb not till those additional troops 
came that tho Armenians began to suspoot 
that tho Government was going to do some- 
thing moro than ib had dono tho year bo- 
foro. Thoy woro oallod upon to surrondor 
and promised amnesty. A young prlesf, 
with forty odd leading mon from Somal, 
obeyed the Bummona, laid down thoir artni, 
and gave thomsolvoa up. Thoy wero kopt 
two days in camp and carefully questioned. 
If tho Government had really beon Iod into 
bolioving that thoro was a largo army of in- 
surgonta in tho mountains it was now un- 
decoivod. Ib also loarned that tho Armen- 
ians had about exhausted their ammunition 
in thoir conflict with the Kurds, On Lho 
third day theao mon who had boon guilty 
only of defending themselves against tho 
Kurds, aud had aurrondorod in good faith to 
tho Government, woro brought bound to a 
pit or trench that had been prepared ; tho 
soldiora woro ordered to chargo on them 
with their bayonets, and thoy woro all cast, 
some of thorn half alive, into tho pit and 
buriod. 

Thero is no enormity that can bo imaginod 
whioh mon who could deliberately commit 
this outrage would nob readily perpetrate 



The Times correspondent's aooount gives 
tho horrlblo details of worse atrocities than 
thia. 

It appears that the offiosra cf the Turkish 
army are more fiendishly ornel than the 
privatoB. We are told that they urged the 
men to do acts from which they shrank. 

Somo of the incidents ho relates are really 
too horrible to reproduoo for general read- 
ing, but some idea of how the unfortunate 
Armenians were treated may bo formed from 
the following extraot : 

The soldiers camped about tho wholo re- 
gion. In Dalvorig alono 150 tenta wero 
pitched. Early in tho morning at a bugle 
call the soldiora would Deb oub in fquads to 
hunt down tho villagers. Thoso at a dis- 
tance they would shoot down. Thoy would 
shout " Thoro ho runs ! " and thoao who 
were in hiding among tho bushes or atonea 
would foel inBoouro and attempt to move to 
another placo, whon they would bo soon and 
shot. Tho Boldlers would fire their guna 
among the bushes to Boare up thoir "game." 
Mothora have beon known to Bmother their 
ohildrcn in thoir effort bo keep them qnlet 
bo that bhoy should nob be discovered. On 
the ateep Bides of tho raging rivor going by 
Dalvorig tho soldiora would bayonet their 
victims and throw them down to tho rush- 
ing rivor. Somo to OBcapo death at the 
hands of tho soldiora threw themselves into 
tho rivor. 

With regard to tho number of natives 
butchered, tho Times' correspondent, as 
may naturally bo aupposod, is nob ab all cer- 
tain. Ho aays : " I think tho truth is nob 
far from 10,000 ; G,000 I oonsidor a safe 
minimum estimate, and I should nob feel 
like to contradiot ono who aaaertod that 
10,000 had periehod." 

~" LOVELY "~WORDS. 

Aro wo degenerating, ia a question which 
is seriously asked by refiooting men in these 
days. This subject was dieousaed lately at 
tho Nineteenth Century Club. Tho prin- 
cipal spoaker was Dr. Charloa L. Dana — not 
Dana of tho Sun. He Bald, among other 
things : " Finally and moat important, tho 
degeneratos must havo mental peculiarities 
or stigmata. They must havo an obcoseion 
and aro then termed matoida. To have an 
obcession would be what, in tho Bowery, 
would be termed 4 whoelB in your head,' and 
which in Kansas would Bond a man to Con' 
gresB." 

To havo an obecaaion is a sign of dfl' 
gonoracy, and tho greater number of matoida 
there aro in a country tbo moro degenerate 
its inhabitants havo becomo. Hero ia a hint 
for Canadian s'udonta. Lot them Immedl 
atoly eot to work to find out what proportion 
of their fellow oitizens aro o filiated with 
" obcession "—how many matoida there are 
in thoir several cirolos, and then thoy will 
seo who have degenorated and who havo 
not. They muab take care bhab their indig 
nant neighbors do not come to tbo conclu- 
sion that each of thorn carries about with 
him a good sizad obcession and is a healthy 
and troublesome specimen of the genus 
matoid. There's nothing like calling things 
by their righb names.

Tho oxtended roport presented on March 
2S by the spcolal committee of inquiry Into 
tho general management of tho hospital, 
waB adopted at tho Jubilee hospital board 
mooting last night after considerable die 
cuseion. 

The dirootorB present wore Messrs. Joshua 
Da vies (in tho chair), A. Wilson, Charles 
Hayward, G. H. Brown, J. L. Crimp, H. 
Dallas Helmokon, F. B. Pemberton, Thoo. 
Shotbolt, W. H. Ellis and J. Stuart Yates. 
Tho discussion aroeo over tho following sec- 
tion of tho report : 

Your oommitteo is of tho opinion that it 
is in tho best intercuts of the hospital that 
sbou!d any alteration tuko placo In tho vis- 
iting staff it should bo in the Bame direction 
aa has hitherto boon tho rulo, and thot in- 
stead of the hospital being thrown open to 
tho whole of tho profession for hospital 
praotioe (with geuoral lack of responsibility) 
the branches of tho professions should bo 
kepb separate as at preaont, and strongly 
reoommec.d tho following schemo for ac- 
ceptance, viz.: by the appointment forth- 
with of : 

Suroical— 1 Burgeon, 1 associate sur- 
geon, 1 registrar for aurgioal department. 

Medical -1 physician, 1 associate physl 
clan, 1 registrur for medical department. 
One oculist und auriat, one pathologist. 
Tho prosent resident medical oflioor. 
Tho consulting Btaff to conBiat of senior or 
experienced practitioners not to exceed six 
in number. 

Mr. Hayward pointed out thab some 
arrangement should be muda so thab 
dootor sending a surgical caso to the hospital 
might havo a chance to attend that case. 

Tho chair maintained that Dr. Davio 
would not consent to take any responsi- 
bility if It was divided with others. There 
had to bo a hoad to each department — sur- 
gical und medical. He boliovod that Dr. 
Jones would tako the sumo view of the 
mattor as Dr. Davio. 

Mr. Ellis said the hospital would never 
be a success unless a medical board were 
appointtd as in other cities to carry on tho 
medical and surgical departments. This 
was tho opinion of doctors whoso viewH were 
entitled^to bo considered. The hospital waa 
supported now by both province and city, 
and ib was therefore but right that the 
medical men as a whole should havo the 
benofib of the hospital work, This method 
wub followed in othor cities and so valuable 
was a position on such a medical board con- 
sideri d that there was no lack of medical men 
anxious to fill a vacancy that might occur. 
The presont systom waa not aatisfactory to 
the modical men aa a whole, and ho had 
been told by somo of them that they would 
not send their patients to the hospital as 
long aB it waB in vogue. 

Mr. Wilson said thab the hospital was not 
indebted a snap of the fingers to the doctors 
of tho town. Ab far as their opinions went 
they all differed. If the board wore going 
to try and please tho modical men they 
might as well shut up tho hospital at once. 

Sir. Brown, sooondod by Mr. Wilson, 
moved that the portion of the roport under 
discussion bo adopted. 

In amendment to thia Mr. Ellis, seconded 
by Mr. Hayward, moved "that in tho 
opinion of this board tho medical and sur- 
gical work of tho hospital be vested in a 
board of physicians to consist of nob less 
than nine, to be elected by this board. 

Mr. Helmckeu, ub a member of the spcoial 
committee, suid that they had taken tho 
ovidenco of seventeen medical men and each 
had a different opinion. Tho committee 
had tried to find out what waB beat for tho 
hospital. Ho did not believo in handing 
over iho management to the medical men, 
f .r if that were done the board might sb 
well stop down and out. As to medical 
men not sending their pay patients to the 
hospital, the hospital would not lose by that 
for it hud all tho patients it could attend to 
now. If a doctor wanted to eoo the progress 
nf a ease ho was allowed to do so at preaont. 
Ho Baw no rooson for departing from the ro- 
port. 

Tho amendment was lost, only MesBra. 
E lin and Hayward voting for it. 

The motion of Mr. Brown waa adopted 
and a sp>-cial committee, composed of 
MoEsrs. Wilson, Helmckeo and Brown, ap- 
p linted to submit a list of- names to the 
board to fill the positions named. 

Tho report as a whole wus then adopted. 

0<i motion of Mr Brown, sooondod by 
Mr. Pombortou, it was dooidod that a com- 
mitteo cmposed of MesBrB Pemberton, 
Yutes and Shotbolt should confer with tho 
treasurer and inquire into tho method of 
keeping all tho hospital accounts necessary 
in connection with tho same, and to consi- 
der tho expediency of limiting tho admis- 
bion of freo pationts. 

Mr. Hayward brought up the mothod 
somo people had of going into tho hospital 

free patients when they woro perfectly 
ablo to pay their way. It waB rosolved to 
draw up a list of questions for submission 
to applio-inta for freo admission, bo aB to do 
away, as far as poasible, with this imposi- 
tion 

On the rroommendation of tho oommitteo 
of tho month it waa decided to present to 
Miaa Woodrow a gold medal, alio having 
passed highest ab tho rrconh examination for 
nursos with 89 per cent. Diplomas will bo 
prosonted to Mies Stowart, 85 por cent. ; 
Miaa Forria, 81 per cont ; and Miss Purvis, 
7-t per cont , they having also pasted very 
oatiifactory examinations. 

Hon. J. S Holmoken will mako tho pre- 
sentation on behalf cf the board. 

On recommendation of tho committee of 
tho month tho resolution requiring a cash 
deposit of $i0 from pay pationts waa 
rescinded, and tho rulo requiring weekly 
payment in advanco will bo strictly enforced 
in future

Universality or Silk Waists and Ribbons. 
New Woolena Tor Light Spring Wear. 
Children's Coats— Llsrht and Dark Surges. 
Guimpos For Little OneR.

If silkworms havo any personal pridu 
%t all, it ought to boat its highest point 
in thoso days, for novor sinoo tho world 
began is silk worn so extonsivoly as 
now, nor has it ovor boon so ohoap. Al- 
most ovorybody has silk waists, gowns 
and soparato skirts of silk, and if it 
goes on liko this thoso ladios who wear 
ginghams and lawns will bo the elite. 
But evou sho who woars cotton gowns 
must havo silk ribbons, for ribbons nro 
to bo usod as garnituro this season with 
a hand as liberal as natmro's is in tho 
adorning of this earth with greon loaves. 
Everything must havo ribbon, from 
hat to shoo, both visiblo and' invisible 
garmonts, all of which makes it good 
for tho manufacturers. Tho newest stylo 
of ribbon garnituro is to havo enormous 
bows at tho bottom of tho skirt, with 
tho onds pointing upward. These aro 
when the ribbon is wide. Whou it is 
narrow or of medium width, it is car- 
ried down the skirt iu two to six bands, 
each ending in a bow at tho bottom. 
Thoro aro also clusters of loops, oach a 
little longer than tho other, sot oach sido 
of tho waist, and with rather short 
ends. Tho loops are arranged so as to 
stand up rather rounding instead of flat. 
Tho offoct is to make a waist look Blon- 
der and trim. Often there aro vory full 
rosettes mado of chiffon or silk tissue, 
with long ribbon onds. Tho chrysanthe- 
mum rosettos aro set on shoulders, and 
from thorn aro drawn onds of ribbon to 
a point in tho coutor both front and 
back, and horo from anothor rosette 
falls a wholo lot of loops and onds, not 
vory doop, but overlapping oach other 
nearly to tho odgo In every case. Thoro 
aro somo queor shnpod flat oval rosottos 
mado by gathering tho now doublo faced 
heavy corded satiu ribbons in tho mid- 
dle and twisting thorn round and round 
and stitching thorn to a stiflish founda- 
tion, so that they will lio nearly flat. 
Tlioy look more liko ugly buttons than 
rosottos. 

Ono gown mado of Lincoln greon 
satin duchess, with white laco opau- 
lets over silk- of tho same shado, had 
fivo of thoso on oach shoulder, others 
set around tho neckband and threo 
very largo onos down tho front of tho 
blouse waist. Tho skirt was mado quito 
plain, with two bauds down tho front 
and two sprawling bows of ribbon of 
tho same color. Green is a very groat 
favorito oven in bright tints and shades, 
and ono may almost call it tho leading 
spring color. It is scon in ovory varioty 
of material. Quito a "goodish" bit of 
green satin is seen in spring gowns, 
generally mingled with somo othor ma- 
terial. It is porhaps more striking than 
any othor silken fabric as a gown under 
a perforated overdross, the gloam of tho 
satin showing through tho openings far 
bettor than iridesoent silks. 

Among tho now woolens for light 
spring woar there is none prettier or 
moro generally satisfactory than tho 
crystal mohairs in colors or black. 
Some call them brilliantiues on ac- 
count of tlioir luster. Ono camo under 
my notico yestorday. It was a palo blue, 
with a paquiu skirt. Thoro woro two 
clawliko plastrons of Prussian blue 
velvet on tho upper part of tho skirt, 
starting at tho belt. Tho belt was nar- 
row, of stiffoned velvet and fastoned 
with two silver buttons. The waist, was 
a blouse, with an inset of tho volvot, 
and doublo velvet caps ou tho shouldors. 
Tho collar was of volvet, with two 
chased buttons liko thoso on tho vest. 
Tho brilliantino is not worn very much 
in thostroot as yet, but doubtless it will 
bo later. Tho light gold color looks 
positively metallic in tho sunshino. 
Given such a gown as this, with flutter- 
ing ribbons, a girl would look liko a liv- 
ing picturo of tho very latest style. 

Tho plain faced, changeable taffeta 
is in favor again, and to cut tho now 
skirts in proper stylo thoy aro mado in 
doublo widths. Tho samo brilliant tints 
aro shown, and no apparent offect of 
toning down their brilliancy is mado. In 
fact, this is to bo a soason filled full 
and to overflowing witli bright color. 
Tho plainest goods show daring combi- 
nations undrearnod of for tho last two 
generations. There is a now and quiet 
jacquard weave of silk, and silk warp 
goods called Trilby, which is likely to 
sharo in the popularity of the famous 
book. Tho material itself is liko light 
colored silk warp hoiiriutta with jac- 
quard weave, which means a rich sort 
of self colored brocade. Ip is quaint and 
rather mediaeval in appearance. It is 
best adapted for street and travoling. In 
this case it can bo mado up with a skirt

and a short coat with a full skirt lined 
with somo pretty tint of taffeta or other 
silk. Tho vost is a natural portion of 
this suit. Anothor way of making the 
Trilby cloth into a travoling wrap is to 
havo a very full skirt fastened to a sort 
of a:i elongated yoko, without sloovos, 




and a full oapo fastoned at tho nook un- 
der a flat collar made of velvot. A littlo 
velvot may also bo usod in various ways 
as finishing touches. Tho goods not bo- 
ing heavy enough for warmth, it should 
bo lined with light surah to match tho 
color. Contrast in this instauco is to bo 
avoided. 

Children's coats made of tho Trilby 
oloth are vory stylish. Short coats, long 
coats, and, in fact, all sorts of littlo 
wraps, aro oxooodiugly protty in this 
quaint stuff. Mado with large sloovos, 
with short waists, buckles or largo poarl 
buttons and worn with pioturo hats,

thoro is nothing moro delioiously 
quaint. Somo of tho short jackets havo 
full backs beltod in at tho waist lino in 
tho back only. 

Tho light and dark colored serges 
continue to bo tho favorito material for 
littlo girls. Tho hairlino fauoios aro 
also vory uoat and dainty. Tho full 
baby waist is the host liked of any kind 
of waist for ohildron of all sizes. Somo 
are mado with difforout yokos, somo of 
them havo yokes of tho samo material 
and othors havo guimpos of whito or 
light china silk. In oue largo placo do- 
voted to children's needs thoro woro 
shown two gowns mado on the same 
model and yot appoaring so vory differ- 
ent that they aro worth spocial dosorip- 
tiou for mothers' needs. Ono was oi 
snuff brown and silvor hairlino novolty, 
with a plain straight skirt, gathered 
full to a bolt. Thoro was a yoko mado 
of finely plaited silk a shado darker 
than tho dress. The sloovos woro of tho 
wool. All around tho bottom at inter- 
vals of a quarter of a yard wero flat 
bands of light havana brown moiro rib- 
bon, with fancy bows set upon tho up- 
por odgo. Thoro was a wider ribbon for 
bolt and waist, garnituro, with any 
amount of bows, sot wherovor thoy 
could bo placed.

ARMY REFUGE. 

Tho Salvation Army Shelter Depot Will Soon 
Ho Ready /or Operations. 

At the market hall the fit;ing up of tho 
Salvation Army shelter is proceeding 
briskly, and all will bo in readiness to open 
up on May 6 The shelter is partitioned off 
from the market proper. Upstairs the quar- 
ters for Captains Patterson and MorriB, the 
officers who will bo in charge and their 
he ps, aro neat acd occupy but littlo spaco. 
They consist of a oouplo of bedrooms, a 
tiny kitchen and a small aitting-room. The 
bedroom for tho shelter, on the othor hand, 
is large, airy and well ventilated. It holdB 
forty bods, put up on framoB aomethlng like 
berths in a steamer, an upper and a lower 
one. A good spring mattrass, blankets, 
sheets and pillow make tho beds very oom- 
fortablo. Everything Is neat, tho woodwork 
bdng nioely painted in ohoorful oolorB and 
tho appearanoe of the rooms made as at- 
tractive as possible. The ventilation of tho 
stooping room has been particularly attended 
to. A lavatory and 3toro room complete 
the upstairs arrangements. 

Oa the lower fhu thero 1b a nioo reading 
room, one of tho stores boing converted to 
that ubo ; there are bathrooms and lavatory 
oonvoniences cIobo by, and at tho further 
end of the hall the dining room. Ia tho 
dining room Is a counter at which tho men 
will have their food servod to thorn, and 
from there thoy carry it to the tables. The 
food is bunded through a holo In tho wall 
from tho kitchon to the attendant behind 
the dining room counter. This completes 
tho general arrangements with tho exception 
of a disinfecting apparatus, a nocoBsary 
adjunct for tho purposo of purifying cloth- 
ing or destroying It if noed bo. Papers and 
books for tho reading room will bo vory ao- 
coptablo. The roading room is whore tho 
mon can Bit, chat, Bmoko and road, but in 
no other part of tho building will smoking 
bo allowed.

A. Flexible Hand nD (1 an Ear For Tone 
Color Necessary For Bent Results, 

Thoro nro two things nooossary to 
those who would cultivato a good touch: 
Ono is a hand favorable; tho other an 
ear dolioato onough to detect tho varia- 
tions of tono color. Given a stiff hand 
no possible will or pains takon by tho 
student will cultivato a good touch. The 
playing of those unfortunato in this ro- 
spoct will always romain harsh and un- 
lympathotio, but givon a flexible hand 
and an ear for tono color, and there is 
no goal to which the student cannot ar- 
rivo with hard work.

Judging thoreforo from Chopin's hand 
and Rubinstoiu's, it -would soem as if 
tho shapo or formation of tho hand mat- 
tors littlo. The long, thin hand will, 
for instance, find lightningliko arpeggii 
a bagatollo, and tho other, liko Rubin- 
stoiu's and Tausig's, with a natural 
slopo from tho third to tho fifth lingers, 
will do startling work in octavos. But 
for touoh flexibility is tho chiof test, 
for it is iu tho stroke of the fingor, its 
lightness or strength, and ovory grada- 
tion of tho same, that the secrot lies. 
Onco tho koy is down, no earthly power 
can produce any effoct by tho most per- 
fect tremolo over worked by tho fingor 
on tho ivory. Onco down, tho only grad- 
ation in touo possible is by tho uso of 
tho podals. 

As regards a natural touch, it will be 
most gonorally found that it is roally 
another name for flexibility of finger. 
To tho student touoh is tho last and 
hardest stumbling block in tho difficult 
Parnassus ho has set himsolf to climb. 
From a bad piano tho majority of piano 
students will novor draw forth tones 
that can satisfy, but in tho modorn 
grands of trustworthy makers thoy will 
find with study a niino of tono poetry 
that is limitless.

Making a Plain Omelet.

Tho popiilarity of Napoloonio insig 
D ja for bonnet pins is as groat as tho 
popularity of tho Napoloonio literature. 
Not only is tho now ever present laurel 
^rroath of tho oinpiro used in those mini 
oturo pins, wrought in gold, but circlets 
of groon poridots, rubies and other gems, 
vvhich moroly suggost tho wreath, aro 
rjS<Hl as tho heads of theso pins. Tho Na- 
poleonic boo, a golden houoy boo with 
ootspruad -wings, is oftou usod for tho 
head of tho pin and supersedes tho tur 
tlos, tarantulas, snakes and other ugly 
roptiles and insects. Tho eagle, with 
Bproad wings, considered especially tho 
Napoloonio bird, is another design. 

Also in kooping with tho Napoleonio 
fad of tho hour is tho pin of twin Mer- 
cury wings. Theso littlo pins aro no lon- 
ger usod exclusively for tho bonnet 
Thoy catch togothor any portion of tho 
bodico, where in other times an ordinary 
pin would have been used. Sometimes 
thoy aro coquottishly thrust through a 
bow ou tho shoulder, with no especial 
oflico but to display their beauty. Some- 
times thoy hold down in propor plaoo 
some portion of tho hugo czarina collar, 
Tho Now York Tribune, which calls at 
tontion to tho foregoing, says: Tho old 
fashioned broach is eoldom Boon today, 
even in small size, theso minature pins 
taking its placo. When tho broaoh is 
\?orn, it is rarely placed in front in prim, 
orthodox fashion, but on cnosido, some- 
times on tho shoulder to catch down a 
bow. Schoolgirls somotimos woar four 
leaf clovers, but tho broach of tho ma- 
tron must bo an artistio affair of jewels, 
boautiful enough for display if it serves 
do othor use.
